2. Insertion of new section 2A.- In the Goa 
Contingency Fund Act, 1988 (Act 4 of 1988 ), after 
section 2 , the following section shall be inserted , 
namely :- 2A " The limit of rupees ten crores as 
specified in section 2 of this Act is hereby 
increased by rupees six hundred and ninety 
crores , till 15th June , 2002, and there shall be 
paid into the Contingency Fund all revenues 
received by the Government of Goa , all loans 
raised by the Government of Goa by the issue 
of treasury bills , loans or ways and means 
advances and all moneys received by the 
Government of Goa in repayment of loans, during 
the period from the date of commencement of 
this Ordinance , till 15th June , 2002 and upto the 
limit of said rupees six hundred and ninety 
crores . " .
